Dear Editor: 

I have just read the article “The 
Key To Incredible Psychic Power “ 
by Don Wilson, in Beyond Reality 
Magazine. Previously I had held a 
belief concerning the effects of 
pyramid energy on the human 
body. From what I read in the 
article I have revised my theory 
and wish to present it here. What

Dear Editor: 

I recently read the latest copy 
of Beyond Reality, and it amused 
me to read Mister Harold A. 
Youtz's criticizm of my article, 

‘ ‘The Psychic Photographs of Jiles 
Hamilton." His objections, which 
rise from poor reading compre¬ 
hension skills and ignorance of the 
circumstances involved, will be 
taken point by point. 

First, he said I should have 
mentioned whether or not there 
were any double exposures. I 
clearly explained that they were 
psychic photographs, and I reveal¬ 
ed the circumstances under which 
they developed. I did not say they 
were complicated by anything 
else. He should have read it as it 
was written. It was a factual 
article, not a piece of creative 
writing in which one is to read 
between the lines. 

Secondly, since the finished 
psychic pictures were black and 
white from black and white film, 


there was no need to report that 
the. film varied from the finished 
product. It didn't. Again Mr. 
Youtz is jumping to conclusions. 

But by far, his most unjustified 
complaint deals with the explana¬ 
tion of the mechanics of these 
processes. He said in a “field as 
mysterious and little understood 
as this one, I feel that it is 
presumptuous to make distinc¬ 
tions in general terms." He is 
again befuddling himself by jump¬ 
ing to conclusions. 

The mechanics of these feats 
are as simple as they were stated. 
In one case, some people have the 
innate talent of simply concen¬ 
trating on a scenery or image over 
an unexposed film, and having it 
automatically develop on it. 

In the other case, groups of 
individuals simply concentrate on 
certain spirit personalities, then 
let go of the thought—forget it. A 
photographer would then snap the 
group or individual pictures and 
consequently find the images of 
those very spiritual personalities 
in the photograph. 

In order to differentiate be¬ 
tween the two methods, and avoid 
confusion, which Mr. Youtz feels 
is presumptuous, the first method 
was classified under concentra¬ 
tion, the second method was 
termed “psychic photography", 
many years ago. 

For almost one hundred years, 
psychic photography has been 
practiced throughout Spiritualist 
and psychic circles in Great 
Britain and the United States. 
Many authors have written about 
it, including Arthur Conan Doyle. 
Therefore, confusing the situa¬ 
tion by calling it the concentra¬ 
tion method, psychic photography 
is undesirable. Nevertheless, this

MY FAMILY OF SOULS, by 
Ramond P. Hill, Exposition Press, 
$ 6 . 00 . 

Ramond Hill realized early in 
his life that his present life was 
not his only stay on Earth. He tells 
of his subsequent recognition of 
the people he had met and the 
places he has been in his other 
lives, which makes for a fascinat¬ 
ing journey into the author’s past 
that encompasses 8,000 years. 

A special method of psychic 
inquiry which the author origin¬ 
ated is discussed fully in the book. 
“Information dowsing," as it is 
called, is what helped Hill discov¬ 
er the 176 members of his Family 
of Souls as relatives, lovers, 
children, and friends in his many 
lives. 

Also in his book, Mr. Hill 
describes his experiences with 
telepathy and the special guardian 
voices that have at various times 
warned him of impending danger. 
He also lets the reader witness an 
interview with a soul which played 
an important part in biblical 
history and prophesies the future. 
My Family of Souls should be of 
interest not only to students of the 
occult but also to anyone inter¬ 
ested in the mystery of life itself. 

TIME, SPACE AND KNOW¬ 
LEDGE, by Tarthang Tulku, Dhar- 
ma Publishing Co., $6.95. 

Written by a Tibetan Lama, the 
book tells of a coming turning 
point in Western civilization. It 
combines visionary images and 
experimental exercises to chal¬ 
lenge the very structure of our 
reality. It makes comments on 
philosophy, science, psychology, 
religion, the arts, and business 
management. The author shows 
how we can open our space which 
is too narrow, our time which is 
too short, and our knowledge 
which he feels is too limited. 

Through a new vision of reality. 


boundless horizons for exploration 
and fulfillment are promised along 
with greater enjoyment of confid¬ 
ence and success. The author’s 
vision of philosophical dogma 
captures the imagination but is a 
very deep treatise of what lies 
beyond reality. 

THE TAG OF HEALTH AND 
LONGEVITY, by Da Liu, Schocken 
Books, $4.95. 

This book is a comprehensive 
guide^ which provides the reader 
with the means to combine the 
philosophy and techniques of 
Taoism in such a way as to obtain 
spiritual and physical nourish¬ 
ment for a long and healthy life. 

Chapters deal with the history 
and main techniques of Taoism 
and Confucianism as they relate to 
health and longevity. Practical 
instruction is offered by the 
author Da Liu in such subjects as 
the four types of breathing and 
their benefits; swinging arms, an 
excercise that helps the circula¬ 
tion and digestion. 

A special chapter is devoted to 
sex and its importance to health 
and longevity. Readers learn how 
to reproduce and sustain the 
generative force. Many of the 
chapters are well illustrated and 
the book is written in an under¬ 
standable text for the novice of 
Taoism or the veteran interested 
in improving health and length of 
life.

House, $7.95.

Strange and Unknown 


In the November/December is¬ 
sue of Beyond Reality, I mention¬ 
ed that Charles Berlitz found a 
pyramid in the Atlantic Ocean. 
Not so, saysthe wifeof Don Henry, 
Captain of a research vessel, a 
marine salvage specialist in the 
Miami, Florida area and a profes¬ 
sional hard-hat and scuba diver! 

The little known “factual in¬ 
formation “ given to this publica¬ 
tion by Mrs. Don Henry is as 
follows: 

In the early part of April, 1976 
(not 1977 as published in most 
Berlitz interviews and articles) 
Captain Don Henry offered to 
substitute as captain for a friend 
on a local charter boat. On the way 
back from the charter trip, in an 
area between the east coast of 
Florida and the Bahamas, Capt. 
Henry turned on the Ross Depth 
Sounder and began recording 
depths in the shallow waters of 
the Bahamas. He began getting a 
very unusual reading on the paper 
graph going through the recorder. 
He did not call this to the attention 
of anyone aboard the boat that day 
because as a salvage diver and an 
armchair archeologist he felt it 
might be a very significant dis¬ 
covery. 

Some time later he mentioned 
the finding to a Miami area 
archeologist, a man who is well 
known for underwater finds in the 
Bahamas area. In addition, Capt. 
Henry mentioned the information 
of the “pyramid-like structure" to 
a man named Eugene T. Condon 
who owned a submarine that 
could be used for research work. 
Condon was asked to keep the 
information confidential until an 
expedition could be ganged. The 
expedition would include sophisti¬ 
cated electronic equipment. 

It wasn't long before news of 
this find leaked out. During all the 
news reports, lectures, and at¬ 
tention this news was getting, 
Capt. Henry was hardly mention-

ed as being the finder of this site. 
Needless to say, the Condon 
submarine was never used. 

Captain Henry, tied up in his 
own work, was not aware for quite 
some time that many articles were 
being written stating that Charles 
Berlitz had discovered a pyramid 
in the Bahamas area on the floor 
of the Atlantic Ocean. Berlitz 
mentioned in a press conference 
at the Miami Herald that “two 
friends, out in a fishing boat. 


accidentally found the under¬ 
water pyramid." As more and 
more stories were published even 
the “two friends" were ommitted. 
Berlitz had done countless TV 
shows (including our own TV 
show. Exploring The World Be- 
yond Reality) lectures, interviews, 
articles, etc., all around the world, 
proclaiming his finding of the 
pyramid. 

The fact is, says Mrs. Don 
Henry, at no time did Capt. Henry 
ever claim that the find was a 
pyramid\ It might be a pyramid 
but, without actually diving down 
to it, no one is able to make any 
claims as to its authenticity. 

In early February, 1977, author 
Charles Berlitz approached Capt.

At this writing, the current copy 
of Star states that a new exped¬ 
ition, costing $500,000, is already 
in progress. It will use a mini-sub- 
marine to probe under the surface 
and take rock samples of the 
“pyramid." 

This probe is sponsored by Ari 
Marshall, a Greek-American mil¬ 
lionaire industrialist, world fam¬ 
ous diver Jacques Mayol, under¬ 
water archeologist Dr. Manson 
Valentine and Charles Berlitz. 
Once again. Captain Don Henry 
was not included although only he 
knows the exact location.

THREE 

VISIONS: 

and their implications! 


The experience of a vision is 
like turning a solid-state color TV 
on and off quickly so that one 
receives only a fleeting glimpse of 
the picture. However, unlike most 
TV pictures, visions haunt the 
mind long after they're gone. 

All 3 of my visions took place 
under sunny skies while I was 
wide awake. 

My initial vision occurred at the 
home of my wife's uncle. Sonny 
Tropea, in Fort Lee, NJ, on the 
Sunday before St. Patrick's Day in 
1967. 

While at the kitchen table 
sipping coffee and talking of 
mundane matters, I was startled 
to see a picture of 4 Arabian riders 
galloping their steeds toward 
Sonny. When they reached him, 
sand swirling, he snared the reins 
of the horses consecutively, from 
right to left, after which each rider 
dismounted with great agility in a 
single, smooth bound. 

As soon as all the horses 
became calm. Sonny led them to a 
circular roped-off area. 

Because of the absence of trees 
and a waterhole, I received the 
impression that the site was a 
resting place between 2 more 
populated areas. 

Other impressions; (1) Two of 
the horses were black; (2) All the 
riders were short; (3) All wore

grayish white robes (Galabiyas) 
and skullcaps; (4) One of the 
riders had a thick black mustache. 

My second vision occurred in 
the living room of my home in 
Nutley, NJ, in July, 1969 while I 
was working on a story entitled 
“The Ultimate Mind'', which 
depicts the universe as a hierar¬ 
chy of consciousness in the shape 
of an inverted pyramid. 

In the original version of the 
story, I modeled one of the charac¬ 
ters after my brother -in-law, Vito 
Cavallaro. 

About 10 a.m. during a lull in 
the writing, while not thinking of 
anything, I suddenly saw a picture 
of Vito ifl a cave somewhere in 
Spain. 

It was just after sunrise, and 
he was bending over tossing 
some scrawny pine logs onto a 
low-burning foe. 

As the flames shot up I saw his 
heavily-bearded, smudged, burnt- 
cork face and then looked into his 
deep-set black eyes. They were 
full of fear and apprehension. 
That's it! He's a Moor and he's 
hiding from his enemies, the 
Arabian riders. 

You ask, I ask: how could I 
know such things? I don't know. 
But I knew them with utter 
certainty. 

Mv final vision took olace in our

apartment in Rutherford, NJ, on 
April 6, 1977, when I went into 
Kevin’s room, my 14-year-old 
son, to look for a pen. 

After removing the blue ball¬ 
point pen from the amber-colored 
glass bowl on his desk, I turned 
my head and looked at his 2 
shelves of mostly 19th-century 
sailing ships. 

Suddenly, I saw Kevin floating 
face down, arms wide apart, in a 
small compartment of a ship that 
had capsized. 

About 80% of the compartment 
was filled with sea water as black 
as India ink, leaving a 3-foot air 
space above his head. Concur¬ 
rently, I was certain that he had 
not drowned but was killed by the 
shock wave of an explosion. 

I then felt my legs go weak 
because of the enormity of my 
final impression: 

“O, my God!” I thought. “It’s 
Pear Harbor! He was killed at 
Pear Harbor!” 

There are 3 ways to assess such 
phenomena: (1) hallucinations; (2) 
products of an overactive imagi¬ 
nation; (3) evidence of reincar¬ 
nation. 

I believe there is a small chance 
that I was hallucinating, primarily 
because I knew who I was, when it 
was and where I was before, 
during and after each occurrence. 
Also working against the halluci¬ 
nation theory is the infrequency of 
the events and the fact that I was 
fully conscious all 3 times. 

On the other hand, it is likely 
that the pictures were the result of 
an imaginative juxtaposition of 
place and time. After all, I knew 
that Sonny owned and operated a 
gas 'Station, tending cars now 
rather than horses; also knew of 
Vito’s obsession to visit Spain and 
was aware of Kevin’s keen inter¬ 
est in ships. 

In regard to (3), it is much 
easier‘to accept (2) or (1). But 
perhaps that is precisely why (3) 
should be accepted. In other 
words, to say that such visions are 
hallucinations or the result of an 
overactive imagination is so stale.

Robert of Kinsforth, an agent of 
Charles II, stared down into the 
face of. his newborn and choked 
back a scream. The babe had an 
immense head and a thick mat of 
coarse black hair about his body 
which made his eyes seem to blaze 
like two burning pools of fire. In 
1664 this was a death sentence for 
the parents unless the holy church 
could administer the rites of the 
Benedictional Articulo Mortis be¬ 
fore the moon’s final phase. In 
keeping with the rite, two monks 
came with their heads shrouded 
and put the babe’s eyes out and 
marked his forehead with the 
sacred symbol. So doing, the child 
was walled up in the vault and the 
entrance sealed. The mother was 
sent to a convent in France and all 
trace of them was destroyed. 
There after, Robert of Kinsforth 
appointed himself as the ‘ ‘Scourge 
of Lucifer’s Children.” 

In 1665 King Charles was told 
by his agent that there was great 
movements of witches and witch¬ 
craft in the north. Along with 
seven others chosen for their 
devotion to duty, the so called 
Society of Eight set out to cleanse 
England of witches, ‘‘strange 
gods ’ ’, and such others considered 
‘‘unclean”. These poor souls were 
to be dealt with by The Society of 
Eight” and were excluded from 
the King’s protection. 

A reign of terror began which 
lasted for many months with all 
manner of people being taken and 
tortured, imprisoned or put to 
death. Legend has it that a young 
girl, Mary of Cottswold, was said 
to have been in consort with some 
creature of hoofs and was put 


to the question. Drawn on the rack 
and purged with fire, she placed a 
curse on her tormentors and died 
screaming her curse. 

In 1665, The Great Plague and 
Fire of London killed 100,000 
people and resulted in the burning 
of some ninety churches including 
the one the Society of Eight was 
praying in. If the events past were 
not horror enough, the new spring 
brought a new terror...children. 
Dozens of them all over London 
who walked the streets, their 
bodies covered with coarse black 
hair and their eyes like pools of 
fire. As one cleric wrote, ‘‘Beastly 
dark children birthed in Hell and 
lothsome that might be beholdth to 
Christian eyes.” 

Many were driven into the 
countryside, others were killed but 
many did escape and in future 
years grew to adulthood with the 
most amazing powers. Thus did 
the legend begin of ‘‘Lucifer’s 
Children.” 

Doctor John Thomas Lynnete 
arrived in New York City in the 
spring of 1884 with a thread-bare 
suit, a black leather medical bag 
that had known better days and a 
dream. He had spent his youth as 
a doctor in one of the worst British 
insane asylums for which that 
nation held a dissertation in social 
horror during the 19th century. A 
place where the criminal, the 
madman and the child shared a 
common bond. 

Most of them would either die of 
some foul sickness or graduate into 
the world either half mad or ready 
to tear out someone’s heart. These 
he considered as the ‘ ‘normals” of 
that dark world but they were not

what gained his attention through 
the long years. He had come upon 
“Lucifer's Children" and devoted 
his life to understanding and 
helping them. His journal relates 
the story of his first encounter with 
one of these waifs. One stormy 
night in April of 1863, a small 
almost lifeless form beaten almost 
senseless was thrown into his 
office and left for whatever might 
be done for the wretch. 

The boy was barely nine or ten 
and had been beaten with a whip 
and lingered near death until dawn 
when he began to fight for his life. 
Doctor Lynnete observed cer¬ 
tain voices coming from him of 
what sounded like various men and 
women and the barking of a dog. 
When he opened his eyes to the 
morning sunlight, he seemed to 
have no ill effects and mounting to 
his feet, asked where he was. 

After a meal of hot tea and 
cakes, he related that his name 
was Saul and that he had been a 
student under Rabbi Geldic and 
had been instructed to read to the 
class from a holy book. What he 
read was in ancient Hebrew and 
appeared to be a verse concerning 
Moses and a witch. The Rabbi flew 
into a rage and after beating the 
boy, had him bound and delivered 
to a judge who ordered him placed 
in an insane asylum. He admitted 
to having no knowledge of how 
these things came to pass. 

Over the years, several “Dark 
Children" assembled about the 
good doctor in a kind of school 
where they would teach him all 
manner of things and he would 
school them in the ways of the 
world for their own protection. 

Traveling north from New York, 
he at last found a remote area of 
swampland near Lynn, Massachu¬ 
setts and using his savings, 
purchased it in 1891. Here he 
would build his Clinic for Meta- 
Savant Children and by 1900, there 
were five buildings and twenty- 
five of his strange children. There 
was some concern in the village 
but as long as he or his wards broke 
no laws, they were left pretty much

alone. There was no desire to visit 
either that dismal swamp or to 
encounter those “hellish" young¬ 
sters. Stories built around them 
took on wild illusions of sights seen 
by moonligh of eerie rites and of 
the girls going about naked and 
consorting with homed creatures. 
Actually, Doctor Lynnete did little 
more than conduct a camp and 
school and compile his study. 
When a child reached the age of 
seventeen, they disappeared so 
that the population of the camp 
never was more then twenty-five 
boys and girls. 

Many people believe to ihis day 
that they entered into Hell but by 
the doctor's accounts, he found 
positions for them in other parts of 
the country. Most changed their 
names and were absorbed into 
society never to be noted again. 
They had learned their lessons 
well and how to control their 
strange powers so as to lead at 
least some kind of normal life. 

The doctor writes of his children 
having many powers which would 
amaze the normal world. A girl 
who could multiply numbers in her 
mind, calculate dates into the next 
century and composed music like 
that of Beethoven that it might 
have come from the author^s pen. 
Another could read the thoughts of 
others over many miles and read 
books that were in another room. 
Still another was said to bend 
metal objects with her mind and 
produce fire from a distance. A 
story is told of a small boy who died 
at the camp and was brought back 
to life by the will of the other 
twenty four. The doctor writes a 
logical hand and recounts these 
events as he would the sun rising. 

By far the most famous of them 
was Leo Webster who in 1917 
enlisted in the French army. It 
soon became clear that there was 
something very odd about this 
pleasant lad. He appeared at 
company headquarters one morn¬ 
ing and asked to see the command¬ 
ing officer. He then related almost 
word for word a secret dispatch 
that was locked in the safe. He 
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later could telepathically read 
German codes and secret docu¬ 
ments. Promoted, he was taken by 
sealed railway car to a house 
outside of Paris where he was 
guarded day and night until the 
end of the conflict. 

Discharged, he appeared in 
circuses all over Europe billed as 
The Human Telegraphic and stun¬ 
ned audiences by announcing the 
most closely guarded thoughts of 
his viewers. In 1926 he wrote his 
agent in Paris that someone from 
the French Secret Service had 
made him an offer to spy for them 
and he had refused. Shortly after 
he was found murdered which may 
or may not have been related. 
More than likely the case, he had 
stumbled over a mind which 
contained a secret that sealed his 
doom. 

Jenny Bretton was one of Doctor 
Lynnete's last children coming to 
the camp in 1899 and, at his 
death, took control of the camp 
until 1906 when the last child came 
of age and left. She then ordered 
the camp closed down and Doctor 
Lynnete's body moved to a secret 
burial place. Having completed all 
that was required of her, she 
herself disappeared back into the 
shadowy world she had come from. 
“Little Jen“ over the decades had 
been said to have been the doctor's 
mistress, his familiar and a host of 
other things as unlikely. The only 
clue to her appeared in that letter 
to Leo's Sister as he noted that the 
“Earth Mother'' had visited him 
and the term appears in the 
doctor's notes as referring to 
Jenny Bretton. She ihay have 
been the capstone knowing where 
all the children were holding 
them together in common union. 

Over the years, many “Dark 
Children" have demonstrated 
skills and abilities far beyond those 
of normal children and carried 
these powers into their adult lives. 
Sir Arthur Conan Doyle was said to 
have the knack of passing though 
solid walls and conversing with the 
dead. Howard Hughes is believed 
to have been transported to

Atlantis and thus the mystery of 
his long disappearance. A wild 
assumption to be sure but totally 
believed by many. Thomas A. 
Edison often confounded his as¬ 
sociates by locking himself in a 
room for days at a time and when 
the door was opened, he was gone 
only to appear at some other point. 
The people working in the next 
room swore he never left so The 
Wizard may have been into Astral 
Projection. 

The Psychic Julia B. Murray 
created a sensation in the press 
with her 1909 vision of the sinking 
of the steamship Wartah and the 
drawing of a ship she had never 
seen. What is there in the twilight 
world of the mind that decides that 
one child shall be normal and 
others paranormal? 

Doctor Bernard Rimland, found¬ 
er of the National Society for 
Austistic Children writing in the 
August 1978 issue of Psychology 
Today gives a very professional 
view of the Autistic Savant. He 
presents the accepted theory that 
these children and their bizarre 
mental feats are no more than the 
workings of a dis-functioning or¬ 
gan, in this case, the split-brain. A 
very modem and highly technical 
explanation for something that 
defies explanation. 

It is very difficult to decide what 
is neurological and what is purely a 
case of psychic phenomena. Cer¬ 
tainly there are many Autistic 
Children whom medication and 
training do help to reach a near 
normal state of mind. In this, there 
is no argument with psychology, 
only in how far to take it in a given 
problem. In the case of the “Dark 
Child", nothing seem to fit the 
prescribed course of treatment as 
was the case of Charles Lemon. 

The boy appeared on a little- 
used U.S. Air Force runway in 
March of 1952 close by the R. A.F. 
Station outside of Liverpool, En¬ 
gland. Asked his age, he replied 
that he was twenty-four and a 
member of The Royal Flying 
Corps. Being closer to seven or

“And it does have an effect on the 
mind in emotional, awareness and 
sensitivity factors.

A Cassette Tape 


Fve been fascinated by the 
awesome aspects of conscious 
astral travel for at least 10 years. I 
cannot recall how I became 
interested in this fascinating sub¬ 
ject but I do remember being 
impressed by the book, The 
Phenomena of Astral Projection 
by Sylvan Muldoon and H. Car¬ 
rington, in which Muldoon detail¬ 
ed several methods for projecting. 
I remember trying half-heartedly 
a couple of the methods but 
wound up pursuing just one: 
trying to catch myself in the 
hypnogogic state (between awake 
and asleep) so that I could use the 
“elevator"' method to project. I 
tried it for a while but always 
ended up falling asleep. Frustrat¬ 
ed, I gave up. But one night in the 
summer of 1968, after falling 
asleep and to my complete joyful 
amazement, I found “myself" 
outside of my body. I turned 
around and there was my “grey 
shell" bundled up in bed. My first 
reaction was, “Wow, I've finally 
done it!! Then I thought, “I 
wonder if I can go through the 
wall?" Instantly I was hovering 
outside the building where my 
body lay peacefully. I won't go 
into the details of that “trip" but I 
was “drawn" to a place I actually 
visited 7 months later! 

That was it for me as far as 
conscious astral projections went. 
Since then I've read a lot of how-to 
books which turned me off be¬ 
cause they required acceptance of 
strange beliefs and necessitated 
adherence to the ritual-like tech¬ 
niques, and in my sporadic at¬ 


tempts I've been partially suc¬ 
cessful (using my own suggest¬ 
ions) in that several times I 
felt partially out of coincidence 
with my physical body. It always 
aggravated me when I read other 
people's accounts of successful 
projections either accidentally or 
on their first try, especially those 
who didn't know what was hap¬ 
pening and blew a priceless 
opportunity. I know it can be 
done, but it takes too much time 
and effort which, finally, brings 
me to the subject of this review 
which deals with a cassette tape 
called Astral Sounds. 

According to the American Re¬ 
search Team (Beverly Hills, CA, 
90211), “Astral Sounds" is an aid 
to enable you to achieve spontan¬ 
eous, conscious astral projection 
upon hearing the special sound 
tape. The Team interviewed many 
who had experienced oobes and 
discovered that the single factor 
common to all astral projections is 
the eerie and unearthly sounds 
one hears immediately upon sep¬ 
arating from the physical body. 

Research began in a sound 
laboratory using a computer and a 
electronic sound synthesizer. The 
output was patterned so that it 
closely duplicated the sounds 
reported by the interviewees dur¬ 
ing the separation from their 
bodies. The ART claims that after 
almost two years of controlled 
testing of their synthesized sounds 
nearly all the test participants 
reported oobes as well as a variety 
of extremely enjoyable physical, 
mental and psychic effects.

That sounded good to me so, 
supplied with a tape, I began my 
experiment. I have a decent stereo 
system which would allow me to 
enjoy every sound on the tape at 
maximum fidelity. As suggested I 
made myself comfortable (stripp¬ 
ed), donned my “open-air" head¬ 
phones (left the speakers on), 
turned up the volume, turned the 
lights off and laid down on my 
carpeted floor.

Next the sound of a large 
gear-wheel or giant pocket watch 
and, in-between, what sounds like 
someone carving or whacking on a 
log with an ax. 

After the first 5 minutes of the

into what sounds like an electronic 
zoo. We hear what seem to be 
hundreds of chattering birds, with 
an occasional jangling of celestial 
chimes. Throughout this melange 
is a droning sound that reminded 
me of the Frankenstein-type noise 
when the circuits are all turned on 
and the monster is heaved sky¬ 
ward. These sounds constantly 
change in intensity, volume and 
frequency. In the explanation of

The Power To Move Mountains

Twenty-three hundred years 
ago an unknown Greek wrote 
rather strange words. He claimed 
that rocks were more than inani¬ 
mate objects. They were living 
things possessed of sensibilities, 
and a power to be commanded by 
the human mind! 

Stranger still is this from a book 
on “Chaldean Magic “ which 
states that the priests of Baby¬ 
lon possessed the power to raise 
huge stone blocks into the air and 
make them float. These stone 
blocks were so huge that not even 
an army of a thousand men could 
move them. Yet move they did 
when commanded by sounds made 
by the priests! 

Further, we're told by early 
Arab writers that the ancient 
Egyptians possessed similar pow¬ 
ers and these were used in the 
construction of the Great Pyra¬ 
mid. Here, priests of the temple 
struck each huge block of stone 
with a strange rod which gave off 
a ringing sound that caused the 
block to rise into the air. 

After moving a considerable 
distance the block settled to the 
ground where it was struck by the 
rod again. By this procedure huge 
blocks were moved to the site and

set into position until the structure 
was completed. 

By today's standards the feats 
recorded in these ancient writings 
mu^t be classified as strange if not 
outright fantastic. Nowhere in our 
present laws of physics have we 
room for such events, and any 
scientist attempting to suggest 
otherwise would soon find his 
academic reputation attacked. 

Even so, the ancient writings 
remain unchanged and the men 
who wrote them were regarded as 
intellectually as capable in their 
time as our contemporary scien¬ 
tists are considered today. The 
only thing which seems to change 
is the documented list of these 
astounding feats performed by the 
ancients. That list is longer now 
than even before, and its length is 
increasing yearly. Each new dis¬ 
covery in early cultures around 
the world brings to light a wealth 
of information, and among this is 
the repeated mention of strange 
powers beyond the understand¬ 
ing of our best scientists and 
academicians. 

Consider some of the following: 
early Buddhist writings tell of 
magic gems which when placed in 
the mouth can cause a man to

become weightless and rise up 
into the air; a Greek writer 
described in detail a trip he took to 
a temple in Syria where he was 
shown a statue with a shining 
jewel in its forehead. He claimed 
that the jewel was so brilliant that 
it lit up the whole temple during 
the night; Sanskrit records tell of 
luminous gems so bright that they 
were used to illuminate vast un¬ 
derground palaces; Eusebius, an 
early Christian historian, carried a 
mysterious stone on a chain which 
he wore around his neck. It was 
said that this stone was capable 
of answering questions in a high- 
pitched, whistle-like voice. Other 
early Christians wrote about these 
“Speaking Stones,“ and claimed 
that they answered questions in a 
small, clear voice; Viking writings 
tell of a magic gem which they 
called a “Sunstone.“ When held 
to the sky on the cloudiest days 
the stone would change color 
when it was pointed at the sun. 
Other ancient texts describe rings 
set with magic stones which gave 
the wearer the power of invisibil¬ 
ity. Above all were the philoso¬ 
pher's stones and in ancient times 
they were the most prized of gems 
because they were capable of 
bringing the wearer good health 
an knowledge. Finally, there was 
the Urim and Thrummin, the 
gems mentioned in the Bible. 
These two stones were linked by a 
gold chain and hidden in a secret 
pocket in the breastplate worn by 
Aaron, the first high priest of the 
Israelites. These two gems were 
said to give the owner the power 
to communicate with heaven, or to 
know the answers to all questions. 

From the foregoing it would 
seem that the ancients knew far 
more about gems, minerals and 
rocks than is known today. It 
would also seem that they had 
somehow established an under¬ 
standing of the powers inherent in 
matter that has long since been 
lost. Yet of the few examples 
mentioned here, science still has 
no explanation of how the ancient 
priests may have discovered this 
strange power and put it to use. 



E veiy culture in 
the world seems to 
harbor fantastic 
tales dealing with 
magical stones.

The sole exception in the above 
list is the Viking “Sunstone" 
which science had already drop¬ 
ped into the bucket marked 
“Folkscience." Proof that such a 
stone did exist came to light when 
a ten-year-old Danish schoolboy 
demonstrated this sun-finding 
phenomenon for his teacher. The 
stone was Cordierite or water 
sapphire, and when held to the 
sky on a cloudy day the stone need 
only be moved about and tilted 
until its crystal axis is 90 degrees 
to a line between the viewer and 
the sun; then the stone will 
change its color from light yellow 
to light blue. The solution to this 
particular mystery was so simple 
that a ten-year-old schoolboy could 
find it, and did! 

So much for big science and 
ten-year-old schoolboys. The fact 
remains that although much has 
been discovered about the proper¬ 
ties of matter, almost nothing has 
been done to uncover the strange 
powers put to use by the ancients. 
Instead we are left to wonder 
whether the mysterious force or 
power was in the gem or stone, or 
whether it was a power possessed 
by the user! 

There is, however, a slim clue 
pointing to a possible solution to 
this question, and it lies in the 
ancient writings themselves. This 
is contained in the writings which 
state that “....stones are living 
things possessed of sensibilities 
and a power to be commanded by 
sounds or the mind of man.'' Such 
a power in stones, minerals, or 
crystals should bear some rela¬ 
tionship to already known forces 
such as gravity, electrical or 
magnetic forces since it would 
seem that it is these forces which 
were being altered or triggered by 
the ancient use of thought or 
sound. A concept based on these 
already established forces might 
fit in with today's laws of physics, 
and these laws might only have to 
be altered or modified slightly to 
accommodate the new discoveries. 

For centuries psychics have 
claimed that all matter possess 
powers and energies beyond the 
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understanding of man. These 
energies do not conform to the 
so^aUed physical forces defined 
by present day science, nor do 
they seem to have the drawbacks 
of known physical forces. An 
example of this is gravity which 
operates in only one direction. 
Another would be magnetism 
which is fixed and seemingly 
unmoving unless disturbed, while 
electrical forces diminish with use 
and must be constantly added to. 

Now compare these with the 
following recent — in scientific 
terms — investigations into the 
energies and forces suggested by 
psychics: In 1810, Goethe, in his 
A Theory Of Color, stated his 
belief of a **...world of living 
organisms with observable ema¬ 
nations" earned the contempt of 
other scholars. Thirty years later 
Baron Karl von Reichenbach, a 
noted scientist and inventor of his 
time, put himself in the same 
position when he attested to a be¬ 
lief in energy fields surrounding 
humans, plant life, and miner¬ 
als. In his investigations he exam¬ 
ined numerous sensitives who 
could see the human aura and its 
various colors; who could determi¬ 
ne the polarity or magnets and 
crystals simply by observing the 
movement of energy in and 
around them; or sense heat and 
cold from opposing poles! 

James W. Kilner, a London 
hospital radiologist, published the 
results of his investigations into 
the human aura in 1910. Needless 
to say, his work too was ignored. 
Yet, Us findings par ailed discover¬ 
ies made earlier. Kilner believed 
the ability to see auras was due to 
an extended range of vision just as 
clairaudience is an extension of the 
hearing sense. Like others, Kilner 
believed that the rods and cones 
making up the retina of the human 
eye were capable of a much wider 
range of response. Normally these 
rods and cones only accept and 
process information related to 
light and color in the so-caUed 
visible portion of the frequency 
spectrum. Their limits, on the 
average, faU just short of the 


infra-red (IR) and the ultra-violet 
(UV) regions. For the most part, 
low IR information—heat—is al¬ 
ready monitored by the senses of 
touch and smell. The only time we 
are visually aware of events in this 
portion of the spectrum is when 
the event produces a secondary 
effect which intrudes into the 
normal portion of the range. This 
can occur when heat waves cause 
a distortion or shimmering in 
normally steady light rays to bring 
about the appearance of mirages 
and such things as the "water" 
which appears over heated sur¬ 
faces, like roads. 

Kilner’s approach to making 
the human.aura, or force field, 
visible to non-psychically gifted 
people followed this sfune second¬ 
ary-effect approached. He devised 
"screens" which could induce a 
secondary effect in the eyes of the 
viewer and thus cause a temporary 
extension of the visual range 
allowing them to see the human 
aura. He believed that practice 
with these "screens" —glass 
lenses coated with a coal tar 
dye—acted to train the observer's 
eyes until they were able to 
visually detect the aura without 
the use of the "screens". 

In his book, Kilner detailed 
three separate fields surrounding 
the human body —in some cases a 
fourth has been observed—and 
these he defined as the spiritual 
(inner field), the physical (middle 
field), and the emotional (outer 
field) because he found a relation¬ 
ship between these and the condi¬ 
tions in the material body, or the 
mental outlook of those whose 
aura was being observed. 

Kilner's investigations brought 
out some odd facts about these 
sheath-like energy fields sur¬ 
rounding humans. One was his 
discovery that he was able to haye 
his subjects "wiU" changes in 
their aura that made the fields 
coarse or fine, even change color 
in some instances. But strangest 
of all was the flares or streams of 
energy which subjects could will 
to reach out from their finger tips 
or other portions of their bodies. 


Some subjects were able to make 
these flares stream out several 
inches before the projected field 
gradually weakened and faded 
away. 

A more recent researcher into 
these fields of energy is Shafica 
Karagulla, a neuro-phychiatrist. 
In a book detailing her investiga¬ 
tions, Breakthrough To Creativity 
(DeVorss & Co., Inc., Santa 
Monica,CA.), she outlines the 
results of tests made with various 
psychics who were able to observe 
these auric fields of energy. These 
people were able to describe such 
things as vortices and inter¬ 
weaving patterns of fine lines of 
light which interacted with one 
another and were constantly mov¬ 
ing. These strange fields were 
observed around mineral crystals 
and other objects as well as 
around humans and animals. But 
of particular interest were the 
tests which Karagulla made in¬ 
volving the effects of musical 
sounds on crystals. Under the 
effect of various types of music 
the fields of these crystals grew 
brighter, stronger and more den¬ 
se. With some crystals this effect 
ceased when the music ended, 
while with other crystals the effect 
continued for a length of time. 

Throughout all these experi¬ 
ments covering many years cer¬ 
tain facts kept repeating. Among 
them was that most objects con¬ 
tained poles or a central axis. If it 
was a north pole or north axis, 
then its field had a bluish color 
that sensitives detected as being 
cool with energy flowing outward 
—this was also seen emerging 
from the left palms of humans— 
while the south pole or south axis 
had a reddish field which was 
detected as being warm and with 
the lines of energy flowing inward 
the lines of energy flowing in¬ 
ward. This same reddish, warm 
field seems to flow into the right 
change as energy passed through 
the object—which suggests an 
increase in the frequency of the 
flowing energy—appeared to cau¬ 
se the emerging lines of energy to 
dart straight out of the object’s 
continued on next page 
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north pole or axis, while around 
the south pole or axis the energy 
seemed to be moving more slowly 
as it was drawn back in. 

Are these, then, the energy 
fields which the ancients learned 
to control, and which present day 
psychics draw on to perform what 
appear to be impossible and 
astounding feats? 

The answers to these questions 
are not easy to come by because 
we still need to know much more 
about energy and matter and how 
they are related. More important is 
the need for advanced instrumen¬ 
tation to improve the measure¬ 
ment and plotting of these fields 
and their energies. Along this line 
is the work carried out at Yale 
University's School of Medicine 
where, beginning in the early 
1950s, several researchers were 
able to use high impedance de¬ 
vices to measure the energy fields 
around humans. In these experi¬ 
ments. investigators were able to 
measure what they termed the 
“L-field" which exists around all 
living things. Strangely, this field 
seems to precede life and deter¬ 
mines the shape and form it will 
take. It also seems to predict the 
future condition of the life form by 
showing some changes before the 
change appears in the living 
matter itself! 

Combining all of these discov¬ 
eries produces some rather inter¬ 
esting facts which seem to tie in 
with what psychics have been 
saying about their abilities. Nelya 
Mikhailova, the Russian psycho- 
kinetic medium, explains her abi¬ 
lity to move small objects across a 
table by “willing" them to move, 
as being caused simply by concen¬ 
trating on the energy field around 
the object. In this way she be¬ 
lieves she is able to displace the 
field and the object is carried 
along with it. Uri Geller, on the 
other hand, seems to inject energy 
into metal objects from the tips of 
his fingers. By stroking a localized 
area lightly—it has been well 
demonstrated that he does not 
apply any pressure—he seems to 
be able to transfer energy that 


brings about the alteration in 
shape of the metal causing it to 
become deformed. It's as if he had 
“willed" the object's energy field 
into a different shape and the 
matter composing the object then 
followed until it was realigned 
with its field in a new shape. 

A third example is the ability of 
Peter Hurkos. However, instead 
of manipulating the field or inject¬ 
ing energy into it, Hurkos seems 
to allow the object to transfer 
energy into him. In this way, 
either through a subconscious or 
a conscious portion of his mind, he 
is able to scan these energy 
vibrations to locate the informa¬ 
tion he desires. 

The picture that emerges from 
all of this shows matter as 
something entirely different from 
the generally accepted view, and 
indicates that the earth and all 
things in it, as well as the universe 
beyond, are composed of energy 
fields which must number in the 
millions if not billions. In com¬ 
bining, each field contributes a 
portion of its energy and its 
individual rate of vibration. Thus 
some of these fields are respon¬ 
sible for the very core of matter 
itself, while others are a product 
of combined fields. Through all of 
this activity each field seems to 
generate energy while at the same 
time drawing in energy from some 
universal source. It is a source so 
infinite that it can supply the 
energy to make the smallest 
particle of matter spin and wobble 
in a given way, or cause an entire 
solar system to blast its way into 
oblivion. 

This emergence of the concept 
of the oneness of all matter and 
energy brings with it some inter¬ 
esting implications. For this inter¬ 
relationship provides a basis for 
the mysterious connections be¬ 
tween the mind and matter. If 
pure energy is the basis of this 
link between mind and matter, 
then it follows that man through 
the power of “will" can command 
matter to do his bidding, and the 
extent of this power can only be 
guessed at. 


It has been known for centuries 
that certain people could dowse 
the earth for water and minerals. 
By some unexplainable means 
they had the ability to probe the 
untouched surface of the earth 
knd define the location of water or 
ore bodies. In recent years this 
ability has been used to locate 
artifacts of ancient cultures, or the 
location of murder victims. Exper¬ 
iments now being carried out at 
the Stanford Research Institute 
show that individuals can mental¬ 
ly travel to the most distant parts 
of the world and bring back 
accurate information about events 
taking place elsewhere. 

These same experiments have 
shown that persons—not neces¬ 
sarily gifted pyschically—can look 
into the future to accurately 
predict events that will occur, and 
they can do it with astounding 
ease! 

We began by wondering what 
sort of energy and power the 
ancients used to perform their 
astounding feats, but it should be 
obvious to all now that this same 
power can be used to do more 
than build gigantic monuments of 
stone, or to release illuminating 
energy from genis. It is quite 
likely that this is the same power 
which healers use to bring harmo¬ 
ny and healing to the human 
body, the same power which many 
psychic surgeons trigger to cause 
lance-like energies to be emitted 
from their finger tips to allow 
them to remove diseased growths, 
using a mending energy when the 
task is finished. 

Whether this power continues 
to be used in these ways with the 
added attraction of nail-bending 
and matchbox moving for enter¬ 
tainment is a moot point. The real 
danger will be in the misuse of 
this power, for with this ability it 
becomes a simple matter to dowse 
the minds of humans to learn their 
innermost secrets, or to cause 
them bodily ills. It could well turn 
out to be a super controller of 
masses of people through fear, 
and could be used to decimate

The house sat on a bluff in the 
hills of northern Michigan. The 
fact that it was also the only house 
on that bit of road made no 
difference as she drove the car 
down one side of the hill and 
entered the driveway at the 
bottom. It looked like any desert¬ 
ed farmhouse and Karen hoped 
fervently that it wasn't rented, as 
she and her two children were in 
desperate need of a place. Even as 
she completed a hasty tour guided 
by the landlord, other cars were 
driving up in answer to the 
newspaper ad. 

The house was big and old with 
only ceiling vents to heat the 
upstairs bedrooms during the cold 
Michigan winters which at times 
reach 20 degrees.

VOICE FROM THE Pi^ 


In 1931, a British woman who went by 
the pseudonym of Rosemary spoke a 
3,000-year-old language—the Egyptian of 
the 18th Dynasty. And that is something 
which no person of modem times should 
have been able to do. As a spoken 
language, ancient Egyptian was lost. 

But knowledge of the past is not lost to 
those who communicate with the dead. 
Accordingly, spiritualists say proof of life 
after death lies in certain psychic experi¬ 
ments that were designed and tested by 
spirits. Two known British spiritualists. 
Dr. Fred H. Wood, a musicologist from 
the University of Durham, and Mr Alfred 
Howard Hulme, an egyptologist from the 
University of Oxford—took part in such an 
experiment. After fifteen years of seances 
with Rosemary, they were convinced they 
had—thanks to an Egyptian queen—re¬ 
covered the spoken language of Pharaoh 
Amenhotep IQ. 

To speak as th^ Pharaoh did in 1400 
B.C. should be impossible. His language 
was written in hieroglyphic ideograms, 
determinative signs and with consonantal 
stems—but without vowels, the keys to 
pronunciation. Thus the symbols were 
understood and the words unspeakable. 
But then Wood discovered Rosemary and 
her psychic abilities. 

Cloaked in the secrecy of her assumed 
name, Rosemary is, for the most part, a 
mystery. However, it is known she was 
educated in music, the common interest 
that brought her and Wood together and 
they became good friends. Yet she had no 
interest in psychism or spiritualism, nor 
knowledge of ancient languages or egyp- 
tology. Though never a professional 
medium, only a subject for Wood and 
Hulme, Rosemary was a very productive 
psychic. 

Through the years she spoke more than 
2,000 words, phrases, sentences and 
whole paragraphs which Wood and Hulme

took down, numbered, dated and trans¬ 
lated. Gramaphone recordings of several 
of these sessions were made at the 
International Institute for Psychical Re¬ 
search in London, which was supervised 
by Dr. Nandor Fodor. All this was 
compiled into 30 volumes. The Rosemary 
Records, from which several books were 
written. Wood and Hulme authored 
Ancient Egypt Speaks, and Wood wrote 
After Thirty Centuries and This Egyptian 
Miracle [TEM\, which was published in 
1955. 

Late in 1927, Rosemary took up a pencil 
and, quite unexpectedly, began to write 
automatically. Wood encouraged her to 
continue (Hulme first joined them at 
Brighton on January 4, 1933). 

“I am helping a beginner, not with her >:: . 
feet, but with her hands,’’ a Quaker wrote * 
through Rosemary, Wood reported in 
TEM. This nameless Quaker, claiming 
have lived in Liverpool, wrote that she was 
preparing the way for an Egyptian queen;*: 
Wood was afraid this meant Cleopatra-*-:: 
and a possible hoax. < 

But the name of the first to speak firon^ 
the other side was Nona, who said she had 
been a high priestess of the Temple at 
Kamak and a Babylonian wife of Amenh¬ 
otep in. She was, then, an Egyptian queen 
by marriage and according to Wo^ in 
TEM, there is record of her in the . 
Tell-el-Amama tablets. 

Although at first reluctant to com¬ 
municate, Nona told Wood and Hulme not 
to think of her as still an Egyptian queen. 
Then she added a warning, which Wood 
quoted in TEM: “You’ll have to prove me 
by what I do, not by what I claim to be.’’ 

One thing she did point out: that—con¬ 
trary to history b^ks—the reign of 
AmenhoJ;ep IQ was not a time of splendor 
and comparative peace (and that evalua¬ 
tion may be only a matter of historical or 
personal perspective). It was,.said Nona, a 
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time of great questioning, especially about 
the abuses of power. From TEM: 

“Some of the priests were wicked and 
decadent. They were full of desire and 
greed for temporal power. They sold 
charms and amulets to the people, and 
kept many m abject fear by threatening 
evil spells. This section was also plotting 
against the pharaoh. They wanted to 
overthrow him, and set up a ruler of their 
own.“ 

When Nona began speaking, she did so 
in a broken English, as if it were a foreign 
language, and complained about “this 
alien throat. “ But this is understandable, 
because ancient Egyptian is a semitic- 
hamitic language, with some sounds 
similar to modem Arabic. While getting 
Egyptian words from the mouth of an 
English woman caused some difficulty, 
Nona did have enough psychic power so 
that she could speak phrases in Egyptian 
that Rosemary couldn’t understand. At 
this time, Rosemary was clairaudient- 
after psychically hearing Nona say an 
Egyptian phrase, she would then repeat it 
—probably in a mixture of her English and 
Nona’s Babylonian accents. 

With practice, though, Nona’s ability to 
speak English grew. She had either the 
capacity to use Rosemary’s mbmory, or 
the ability to learn English.. In TEM, 
Wood quoted her telling of the clothing: ‘ T 
am wearing a garment of white, semi- 
opaque muslin stuff. The thread is very 
fine and well-twisted by some special 
process, so as to give strength and body; 
yet it is so transparent that I can see the 
dark brown of my knee through the muslin 
itself.’’ 

Nona was able to see the dark side of 
religion, perhaps because she was a 
priestess and the wife of the Pharaoh. 
“The human qualities of kindness, holi¬ 
ness, beauty of living, did not seem to 
enter this scheme at all.’’ 


In later life when he was seriously ill, 
Amenhotep IQ sought solace from his 
spiritual advisors. Among these was 
Nona, who introduced him to the idea of 
the one god. She told him it was already 
being considered in lands east of Egypt. 

The state priests who prayed and paid 
tribute to many gods, feared a loss of 
influence with the Pharaoh, and were 
enraged with Nona. So they arranged a 
boating “accident’’ for her, and she 
drowned. But she was not the only one to 
die. With her in the ill-fated boat was a 
Syrian war-captive she had befriended, 
who was also a priestess of Amun-Ra at 
Keunak. This Syrian’s name was Vola and, 
not by coincidence, Vola is the Egyptian 
word for Rosemary. According to Nona, 
Rosemary was a reincarnation of Vola, and 
that the present psychic contact was made 
easy by their association in a former life. 

Awakened to her psychic abilities, 
Rosemary was able to recall events and 
people of Egypt from her memory. She 
said Vola had been captured by an 
Egyptian general by the name of Rama, 
and that Rama brought Vola to Thebes, 
where she met Nona. In speaking of 
Rama, Rosemary recalled that he was the 
son of another Rama, a palace keeper, of 
whom there is also historical record. 

Vola was another voice to speak from 
the other side. Rosemary explained that 
Vola was a 3,000-year-old psychic spirit 
that still survived within her, and that 
General Rama was reincarnated as Dr. 
Wood. Because of their previous firiend- 
ship, Rosemary said, it was only natural 
that she and Wood again become friends. 

While Rosemary, Nona and Vola all told 
of the 18th Dynasty—of the temple music, 
of poetry, of songs sung by the Nile 
boatmen, and of the customs and the 
people—it was Nona who gave the most 
striking information about the spoken 
language. continued on next page

After years of practice Nona, at 
times, was able to speak bi- 
lingually. First saying a phrase in 
Egyptian, she would then give 
an English commentary on it, or 
even a direct translation in fluent 
English. In TEM, Wood reported 
the bilingual communication on 
customs: 

“You would not go to the house 
of a friend and say, ‘Fve come!' as 
you would today. You made a 
speech about it. They would 
return your visit in the same way. 
We never made casual calls; We 
did it with ceremony. We would 
begin by saying it was a great 
privilege to visit the house of our 
beloved friend. Then you would 
say how beautiful she was, and 
how nice everything in the house 
looked. It was customary, also, to 
take a small gift for the hostess. 
You see. Doctor (Wood), we 
hadn’t books to read, so we made 
the most of speech. The upper 
classes were most polite. It was an 
offence to say unkind things about 
other people.’’ 

The evidence that Nona was 
speaking Egyptian through Rose¬ 
mary is impressive. For example, 
words she once used may not have 
been used again for another ten 
years, but she never failed to use 
those words in the same sense. 
It’s also interesting to note that 
how she spoke paralleled the 
forms used by the scribes, that 
what she said checked against the 
hieroglyphic texts and agrees with 
what is known of the culture. And 
all that, remember, came from a 
modem English woman who had 
no knowledge of egyptology. 

But Hulme was an egyptologist, 
and he and Wood were certain 
they had gathered linguistic evi¬ 
dence about Egyptian grammar 
and pronunciation. I talked with 
one expert who agrees with them. 

“I believe Rosemary did speak 
18th Dynasty Egyptian,’’ says Dr. 
William O. Williamson, professor 
emeritus in the Department of 
Material Sciences at the Pennsyl¬ 
vania State University. “I have

some facility with modem and 
ancient languages, including a 
smattering of ancient Egyptian. 
And I think I can recognize good 
linguistic evidence when I see it.’’ 

“However,’’ Dr. Williamson 
explains, “as to how Rosemary 
was able to do this, I reserve 
judgement.’’ Open-minded yet 
some what skeptical. Dr. William¬ 
son is a scientist’s scientist. He 
neither a dmit s nor denies life 
after death; “That is a problem 
for which there is no scientific 
possibility of proof or disproof.’’ 

Professor Williamson, 66, hold¬ 
er of a Ph.D. in Geology and a 
D.Sc. in Geology and Ceramics, 
both from the University of Lon¬ 
don, has published numerous 
scientific papers. In Australia and 
India he studied Yoga with disci¬ 
ples of Sri Bhagavan Ramana 
Marharshi, the last great sage of 
the Advaita school. He told me of 
several “inner paychological ex¬ 
periences’’ which could only be 
considered paranormal—the re¬ 
sults of his training as a clair¬ 
voyant. He has studied psychic 
phenomena for 30 years and 
egyptology for 45. 

“If we accept the Wood-Hulme 
work at face value,’’ he says, “it 
represents experiments that were 
initiated not from this side of 
death, but from the other, in order 
to give evidence for long-contin¬ 
ued survival after death. Sup¬ 
posedly, such evidence cannot be 
explained on the basis of ESP, 
because, after all, no living person 
can speak ancient Egyptian, and it 
is therefore unavailable to any 
living mind.’’ 

So how did Rosemary speak 
ancient Egyptian? Is there life 
after death? If so, why should 
spirits from the other side want to 
prove their existence? Here’s 
Nona’s answer in TEM: 

“This circle of ours has been 
formed and carefully built up—not 
for what you call ‘stunts’ —but for 
spiritual development. We suc¬ 
ceeded and our success has 
aroused even more interest on this 
side than on yours. ’ ’ □ 
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On the night of December 4, 
1868, the steamboat America and 
her sistership, the United States, 
collided near Rayl's Landing (now 
spelled Rail’s), Indiana, on the 
Ohio River. The collision has been 
described as almost as famed in 
river lore as the race of the Robert 
E. Lee and The Natchez. 

Although both boats managed 
to reach shore, fire had broken out 
on the United States and the 
flames quickly spread to the 
America. The final death toll of 
the disaster was 74, with 70 of 
these perishing on the United 
States. 

Follow-up stories about the 
disaster appeared periodically for 
many years but one of the most 
unusual was reported in the 
Owensboro, Kentucky, Messen- 
ger on J^e 12, 1901 by a man 
named Garret, date-lined Dills- 
boro, Indiana. 

According to the article. Gar¬ 
ret’s father had been working on 
one of the wrecks near shore in 
the summer of 1881. It was 
reported that the area where the 
America and the United States 
collided was considered a trap for 
steamboats. Here the Norman had 
collided with the Lady Walton, 
and the Telegraph rammed and 
sunk the Kentucky Home. 

Garret’s father was digging in 
the sand for relics when he dug up 
what appeared to be a lump of 
tallow and when he cleaned it

off, he found that it was a human 
hand which was found to be that 
of a young lady presumable not 
more than twenty years of age.

Anything that would enhance 
the minds of men as this should 
have had an effect on history. 

“It has. Many of the ancient 
civilizations reached their peaks 
as these vortal centers, as they are 
termed psychically, were at their 
strongest levels.

PORTRAIT 


My grandfather was an artist. 
He was considered a fine oil 
painter by many. Throughout his 
life he had been friends with other 
artists, some of whom are now 
famous, and his collection of 
paintings covered an entire wall of 
his home. Visitors often mistook 
his home for an art gallery. 

An art dealer once visited the 
house and was so impressed by 
the treasured mini-museum that 
he asked to have a photographer 
take pictures of them all, includ¬ 
ing my grandfather’s works. He 
gave my grandfather prints of the 
resulting photographs. 

I was 13 years old when my 
grandparents decided to move to 
Florence, Italy: they wished to 
retire to the sun, and my grand¬ 
father was enthusiastically antici¬ 
pating painting the ancient city 
and surrounding countryside. I 
was staying with them at the time 
when their furniture was being 
packed and we watched as Grand¬ 
pa’s paintings were taken down 
and carefully placed into crates 
which were then nailed down and 
stored in the basement, ready for 
shipping. As one particularly ef¬ 
fective portrait he had done of an 
old man with a craggy, weather 
beaten but charming face, was 
lifted off the wall. Grandpa asked 
me what I thought of it. I knbw he 
considered it one of his most 
skillfully executed efforts but I 
told him that, while it was a 
beautiful painting, I felt there was 
something wrong with it although 
I could not put my finger on what 
it was. He confessed he had 
always felt that the heavy, deeply 
fold^ curtain in the painting’s 
background was too elaborate and 
detracted attention away from the 
sitter’s fine face. I agreed. Then 
he said: ‘ ‘The first thing I will do 
when I get to Italy is paint out that

curtain, and paint in a plain grey 
background in its place.

A week later my grandfather 
was involved in a road accident. 
For 14 months he lay in a coma, his 
eyes open but unseeing. At the 
time, I was a religious child and I 
would go to the school chapel 
every night to pray for him. I 
prayed that we might just com¬ 
municate once more as I’d always 
been very close to Grandpa and 
already missed him. 

However, he finally died with¬ 
out regaining consciousness. I 
was bitterly disappointed and felt 
that God had not listened to me 
and my faith was greatly shaken. 
It was some months after his 
death that my grandmother re¬ 
covered enough to make the 
decision not to emigrate but to 
continue to live in the family 
home. The cases of all their 
belongings were duly brought up 
from the basement, unpacked, 
and restored to their old places. 
When the nails were extracted 
from the crates contMning the 
paintings and the latter were 
visible, we were all astounded! 
The portrait of the old man had 
altered. The curtain was gone, 
and instead there was a plain grey 
background. 

To this day the painting still 
amazes me. When I stand in front 
of the painting with the photo¬ 
graph the art dealer gave us of the 
original, untouched portrait and 
compare them, I remember the 
day Grandpa said he wanted to 
change the background. Was this 
his way of communicating with 
me, of telling me that I should not 
feel he was “gone” but is still 
close by? 

My faith is now restored, I 
believe it was. □

If you do not 
know this technique then you will 
need to get a grasp of that first. 
The door to wisdom is within 
reach of everyone, but it needs 
effort on our part to know it when 
we come to it. 

Travel through time is always 
an interesting experience and 
several books were written on the 
subject like Windows of the Mind 
by G.M. Glaskin, which explains 
the Christos Technique, and Prac¬ 
tical Time Travel by Colin Bennet, 
giving a number of simple meth-, 
ods. 

The methods I use is for the 
traveller to close his eyes, relax 
and shift into an altered state of 
awareness where the normal, 
physical world does not impinge or 
disturb. This can be done in a 
number of ways, although your 
companion can help by giving 
suggestions of relaxation, calm, 
inner peace and so on. After a 
while you will need to focus your 
attention on a system which allows 
you to flow back through time; 
perhaps you wiU see yourself 
entering a time machine , or walk¬ 
ing down a long corridor leading 
back into the past. In either case, 
some form of strong visual image 
is a great help at this stage, which 
wiU probably take about 20 min¬ 
utes. Gradually move yourself 


back through time with the guid¬ 
ance of your friend. If you accept 
the idea of reincarnation you may 
be seeking your own past lives, if 
not, then perhaps you are just 
working through history to see 
what did happen years ago. 

With your eyes closed you wiD 
find pictures beginning to take 
shape and as you see them you 
should describe what you perceive 
to your friend and the taperecord- 
er. (Once you get good at this you 
will need to do a lot of research to 
check your visions.) Having tried 
this method while acting as ‘guide' 
to lots of differerent people, all 6f 
them have begun to see other 
scenes, experience other impres¬ 
sions than those of today and 
ordinary, everyday things after a 
while. 

It does take time and it is no 
good for beginners to try to rush 
in a quick session before supper or 
in between TV shows. To get 
worthwhile results taken anything 
from an hour of exploration with a 
practised traveller, to 3 or 4 hours 
of hesitant discovery for a begin¬ 
ner. 

If a particular period of history 
is of great interest to you, or if 
walking around some of the fine 
museums which display room 
settings of various periods awak¬ 
ens some inner response, then

Many of those who live in Chula 
Vista, California, are convinced 
that intelligent life exists beyond 
the vast and as yet uncharted 
reaches of space. They are also 
convinced that this intelligence is 
neither malevolent nor threat¬ 
ening, but instead harbors an 
understanding and compassion 
quite unequalled in our own 
sphere by our own kind. 

Their education to these facts 
came abruptly on what began as 
an uneventful Sunday evening last 
June 1st. At precisely 8 p.m., the 
telephone switchboard at the Chu¬ 
la Vista Police Department began 
to buzz with alarming irregularity 
V for a full two hours. 

Reports streaked in from nearly 
every point of the city of a 
strange craft, with engines hum¬ 
ming and lights flashing, hovering 
in the summer sky. 

One witness described what 
appeared to him to be a long, flat 
pointed object, much like a cigar, 
circling for 10 minutes behind the 
dairy near the Chula Vista Harbor 
Drive-In. “It just stood there in 
the sky,“ said-V.T. Richards, of 
nearby Baxter County. ‘ ‘And then, 
suddenly, it seemed to rotate 50 
degrees in every direction before 


it quickly sped off, going east over 
the main thoroughfare of our 
sleeping town.” 

Another, B.Q. Twainne, from 
South Bay, “It seemed to skirt the 
area, moving steadily from east to 
west before it veered straight up, 
stopped sharply as if to have a last 
look around, and then, finally took 
off like a flash disappearing 
behind a maze of clouds.” Twaih- 
ne, a retired aircraft designer and 
World War n combat pilot added, 
“No airplane Tve ever seen 
moved like that... ” 

Other reports verified these two 
sightings. Even police sergeant 
Ted Simmons saw it as he stood 
outside of the precinct building at 
Fourth Avenue. According to 
police dispatcher Billy Cox, “He 
(Simmons) said it was an odd¬ 
shaped object.” Cox said all of the 
calls he received gave somewhat 
similar descriptions of the craft 
— “triangular with lights around 
the outside.” 

The sightings, seven in all, 
prompted this reporter to fly to 
Chula Vista, a city of some 67,000 
inhabitants to see for himself the 
aerial disturbances which for a 
time caused fear and confusion in 
the California city. And although 


the sighting rash had been over 
for some time when I arrived, its 
after effects make me wonder if 
indeed some magical protective 
force, far beyond the stars, is 
looking out for bur interests with 
love and compassion, much like a 
parent toward a child. 

For, what had been left un¬ 
published by the local and national 
press, and unaired by the TV 
networks and radio stations which 
covered the phenomenon is even 
more startling than the initial 
sighting itself. In fact, it brings to 
mind the miracle at Fatima, 
Portugal, some 60 years ago when 
it was reported that a young school 
girl saw an angel—in the form of a 
beautiful woman—who had spok¬ 
en to her—leaving a message of 
peace and good will. 

Steven W. Hendershone, 67, 
had been asleep in his Chula Vista 
hbme, and was suddenly ushered 
awake by the humming which 
seemed to emanate just outside 
his apartment window. He climbed 
from his bed, put on a robe and 
walked to the window, drawing the 
shade for a close look. 

According to the retired insur¬ 
ance salesman, “No sooner was I 
at the window than I was suddenly

perhaps these are times that this 
method of exploration may bring 
to light. Although many people 
associate the idea of reincarnation 
with lives in ancient Egypt as 
Cleopatra or some other person of 
historical significance, many of 
the folk who have delved into their 
past with hypnotists like Amall 
Bloxham (described fascinatingly 
in More Lives Than One by J. 
Iverson) or Joan Grant's husband, 
Dr Dennis Kelsey, the majority of 
these people's subjects have de¬ 
scribed previous lives as ordinary 
working folk. This has been true 
of my own researches into the 
matter. 

Do not expect immediate, 
clear results. If someone from 
another country suddenly began 
asking you questions about the 
present day it is quite likely that 
you couldn't give quick, accurate 
answers to political and general 
knowledge questions they might 
ask. It is rather the same with 
recalling the past; ordinary folk 
might well not know the name of 
the President, etc.. If asked out of 
the blue. 

Once you get into your pleasant 
relaxed mood, wander back thru 
time and begin to see things, 
concentrate on describing the 
details which you see clearly. 
Items of dress, food, furniture, 
cloth, flowers in gardens, trees 
and so on, for all of these may well 
provide accurate information as to 
the date of the vision. When you 
are asking the questions for 
someone else, keep your voice 
quiet and gentle. Do not harry the 
time traveller, for it may be quite 
an experience for him. Ask about 
what he can see, feel or sense, but 
don't force the issue. 

Obviously, you may come up 
against a blank wall and not be 
able, as a traveller yourself, 
initially, to get any images, but in 
most cases this is only temporary. 
Like many of these techniques 
there is a knack to being able to 
‘shift level' as Joan Grant says, 
and once that is mastered the door 
to the past lies open. 

Another thing to bear in mind is 
that if you are recalling a real past 


life you will have survived its 
death by living now. That is a 
philosophical problem which some 
people are reluctant to face, 
especially if it goes against long- 
held religious or considered belief. 
The other point is that you may 
re-experience some aspects of a 
past death which can be unset¬ 
tling, to say the least. 

Although in my own experience, 
one is not aware of any physical 
pain brought to the surface by 



reliving a past death, there may 
well be an emotional shock at the 
detail in which one's passing may 
have been recalled. This is why it 
is necessary to have a calm and 
sensible companion while making 
these trips into time. 

You will find the tape-recording 
of your comments, ect. most 
helpful for, like trying to recall any 
ordinary conversation at a later 
date, it is not always easy to 
remember details after the event. 
There is no reason why you should 
forget and come back to today 
with a blank memory, as some 
people tend to believe of tech¬ 
niques of altered states of aware¬ 
ness. Your memory ought to 
improve if you use the method 
correctly. 

Should you get bored with the 
idea of exploring the past you can 


always make your travels into 
future time—after all, it's quite 
likely that time as we understand 
it is simply the rationalisation into 
a sequence of past, present and 
future, whereas it may be all Noiv\ 
It is just a matter of point of view. 

If you prefer not to go voyaging 
through time, try space! You may 
like to relax and then visit a 
distant place which is known to 
you, perhaps a friend's home or 
some familiar house or museum. 
The possibilities are endless, for 
you are limited only by your own 
concepts as to how far you feel you 
can go. If the temples of Tibet call 
to you, or the blazing Arabian 
deserts, or some distant secluded 
island under a warm sun, you 
have only to direct your self in the 
world behind closed eyelids to 
arrive there. 

If your companion can guide 
your travels, and there is an art to 
that also, then the outer spaces of 
the universe can be explored, as 
well as the everyday world. What 
you will see is reality not imagi¬ 
nation if you have mastered the 
art correctly. The pictures which 
well up before you, or the scenes 
in which you find yourself partici¬ 
pating are real, but you must not 
use them as a substitute for living 
in the objective world. 

This technique should help you 
add a dimension to your ordinary 
life, not act as an escape route into 
realms of fantasy. If you are 
getting true pictures of the past or 
of other places, then you wiU be 
able to check by research and this 
is an important part of the 
technique. Fantasy can be fun, 
but it will not help you to 
understand yourself, why you are 
as you are, from whence you have 
come and whither you are going. 

Explore with a light heart and 
a clear eye, but don't be bewild¬ 
ered by glittering scenes of unre¬ 
ality. You may open this inner 
door but be certain that you see 
still with a sense of judgement, 
with discretion and calmness. As 
it says in the old rituals: ‘From the 
unreal, lead me to the Real, from 
the darkness bring me to the 
light.' Bon Voyage. □

lifted by some invisible force, and 
the next thing I knew, or sensed, 
was the feeling that I was onboard 
the craft which hovered just 
outside." 

It should be added at this point 
that for the past several months, 
Hendersohne had been the victim 
of leukemia, a malignant disease 
of the bone marrow which spreads 
by way of blood.

The state Health Department in 
Tennessee is puzzled over a 45 
pound of green ice which "fell 
from nowhere."

STRANGE RITUALS: The Girl On The Cross 


Talk about strange and un¬ 
known, this one is a lulu. Brazil is 
known for its strange cults dealing 
with their religious beliefs and 
superstitions. The following rit¬ 
uals took place in the town of 
Rosario do Sul. In an attempt to 
exorcise demons from a young 
girl, Eliana Marciel Barbosa, she 
was made to haul a 50-pound cross 
up the 450-foot Picucho Hill in this 
area of unpopulated western re¬ 
gion of the state of Rio Grande do 
Sul. There, the 16-year-old girl 
was strapped to a wooden cross 
and left to hang for 4 days and 
three nights. 

According to the girl's parents. 


she had suffered nightmares and 
"evil visions" for about a year. 
When doctors said there was 
nothing wrong with the girl they 
concluded that it was "demons 
and evil forces" which were trying 
to possess her soul. After consult¬ 
ing the local Catholic Church, they 
were told that "three days on the 
cross could save her." 

After three days, the girl was 
taken down from the cross, more 
dead than alive, and rushed to a 
hospital in Alegrete 

The Brazilian newspaper O Dia, 
which is published in Rio de 
Janeiro, reported that a large 
crowd began to gather at the cru- 


cification site, and by the time the 
girl was taken down, there was an 
estimated 6,000 people watching 
the poor girl scream with agony. 
The girl recovered from her ordeal 
and plans to be married although 
she still has recurring nightmares. 

Local police chief, Jouber Lou- 
ceva, did not permit her parents to 
nail the girl to the cross—only to 
be strapped to it. Chief Louceva 
could not interfere in the incident 
because the church is very power¬ 
ful in Brazil. However, Chief 
Louceva did say that his office will 
make sure that such a farce could 
not happen again. He added that 
he was disturbed by it very much.

TRIANGLE 
An Update 

A report from the Soviet news 
agency Tass, said that the Soviet 
Union and the United States will 
cooperate on a study of the area of 
the Atlantic Ocean which is known 
as the Bermuda Triangle. The 
area is best known for five 
American aircraft which have 
vanished without a trace. There 
are also many reports of ships 
which have vanished along with 
their crews. 

The agency said that 12 Soviet 
vessels will participate in the 
research project (to be called Poly¬ 
mode) starting sometime in 1979. 
The reason for the Russian inter¬ 
est in the Bermuda Triangle 
followed a Soviet expedition in 
1970 when they found whirl 
formations **and other strange 
happenings’' in the region. □ 


A MESSAGE FROM BEYOND TIME AND SPACE 

From London England, comes a 
report of radio signals from the 
past. As most oL us know, the 
ocean liner Queen Mary had her 
last voyage in 1967. But Alan 
Holmes, first radio officer of 
Queen Elizabeth n, said that last 
February he picked up a message 
from the Queen Mary which was 
sent out more than 12 years ago! 

He said that the ghost message 
was from the Queen Mary’s 
captain to the British Communica¬ 
tions station at Portishead. A 
senior officer of the Queen Eliza¬ 
beth n said Mr. Holmes is 
somewhat pedantic... ‘ ‘To him, 
sending and receiving radio mes¬ 
sages is the most important thing 
in the world. He would not joke 
about it.” 

The Queen Elizabeth n was 
near the island of Tahiti when the 
radio officer received the call sign 
for his ship, GBTT, in Morse code.

The call sign was also used by the 
now retired Queen Mary. Holmes 
said that the GBTT seemed to be 
radioing Portishead and was using 
the old call sign GBS, rather than 
the present GBZ. 

He was amazed because the 
signal used an obsolete time zone. 
But stranger yet was the fact that 
the Morse message was sent in an 
old ‘‘up and down” machine 
rather than the present ‘‘side 
swipers.” An experienced radio 
operator, such as Mr. Holmes, 
could easily tell the difference. 

Some scientists believe that if a 
radio signal penetrates the iono¬ 
sphere it would travel out into 
space, but if it hit a solid object it 
would then bounce back to earth. 
There are records of echoes 
coming back after several hours, 
but this is the first report of one as 
returning after more than 12 
years. □ 



Are UFOs RespK>nsible? 


A report from the Naval Air 
Station at Brunswick, Maine has 
reached this office dealing with 
weird happenings there. Several 
flyers stationed there insist that 
the area is ‘‘jinxed.” 

During a nine month period, 28 
fliers have died in what has been 
recorded as strange circumstan¬ 
ces. The flyers, all members of the 
same air group, were flying the 
same type of plane, the P-3 Orion, 
a top secret submarine-hunting 
aircraft. 

‘‘There’s a feeling that our 


group has been jinxed or is under 
some supernatural spell, and it’s 
impossible to fight because we 
don’t know why our planes van¬ 
ish” said the commander of the 
unit, Adm. Ralph Hedges. 

The Navy has conducted a vast 
investigation, but could come up 
with no answers. Cmdr. Stewart 
Hopell, saftey officer for the 
Brunswicks Station, said; ‘‘There 
were no eyewitnesses, no emerg¬ 
ency communications, and we 
have very little to go on.” The 
investigation is still in progress. □

is what Dr. Baraduc did, and it 
has added to the fact that it is not 
widely known that there are two 
different methods. 

Mr. Youtz further stated that 
“to make distinctions before the 
mechanics of either are known is 
only a pretense.“ There he is in 
error. Enough is known to make 
distinctions. Early in the study of 
psychic phenomena, it was discov¬ 
ered that clairvoyance, clair- 
audience, clairsentience, trance, 
materializations, thought recep¬ 
tion and healing depended upon 
the blankness, openness, or re¬ 
ceptivity of the mind. The more 
that the mind was clogged with 
thought, the worse these talents 
functioned. 

Therefore, the ability to think, 
create images in the mind, and 
concentrate upon them was recog¬ 
nized to be in opposition to 
psychic talent. That is why medi¬ 
tation is necessary to a psychic. 
One must learn to unclog the 
mental channels, and be able to 
separate the psychic process from 
thought process. 

Since one photographic method 
is derived from the psychic area, it 
is simply termed psychic photo¬ 
graphy. Since the other photo¬ 
graphic method is derived from 
the mental area, it is classified 
under concentration. 

The subject of such phenomena 
is so complex and fascinating that 
one could go on forever with 
questions, and to adequately treat 
the mental, psychic, health, emo¬ 
tional spiritual and physical (the 
laws of wave mechanics, photo¬ 
graphy, and the influence of the 
earth's magnetosphere) factors 
that are involved and how they 
interact would require volumes of 
writing, and in certain areas, 
decades of research.

In doing some general research 
on Dakota (Sioux) Indians, I have 
come across some fascinating 


material on mounds and contents 
found therein. 

I am specifically referring to the 
size of the skeletons found in the 
mounds primarily in the northern 
part of the state. In various 
references they are referred to 
(Delano Eagle, June 13, 1878) as 
the “sons of Amalek" (which 
obscure reference I am still trac¬ 
ing, and have determined it to be 
a Jewish tribe of about the 8th 
century B.C.E., but can find no 
reference yet to size); Mr. Geo. 
Dresbach, Jr. and Mr. Mosse on 
the Dresbach Mounds, Winona 
county, of a skeleton stated to 
have measured 8 feet; Lanesboro 
Journal, Nov. 1879, of a copper 
spearhead harder than steel pro¬ 
duced today; Pioneer Press, June 
20th, 1888, of the remains of 
7 persons found by C.W. Pink¬ 
erton said to be eight feet tall; 
Grand Mound, Rainy River, Dr. 
Bryce, of skulls found that had a 
greater longitudinal diameter and 
whose occipito frontal arch was 
almost 3“ larger than the average 
Dolichocephalic skull. 

In addition to their surprising 
size, they were discovered with 
what may have been mastodon 
teeth; they were possibly copper 
workers of some skill and may 
have known how to alloy metals. 

I have not yet found enough 
information to confirm their size. 
In fact, some of them cannot be 
confirmed because they were 
excavated by amateurs and those 
skeletons that were left intact 
have (as reported) deteriorated 
on exposure to air. 

And it is quite possible that the 
size is exaggerated. A skeleton 
(minus flesh) always looks much 
larger than the person who owned 
it. 

I have also come across infor¬ 
mation of a foreign substance, 
found in the Clearwater Lake 
mounds, that was as dense as 
asphalt and resisted the efforts of 
the excavators when they used 
their picks on it. In all, three 
layers of this were found, all 
within 6 feet and within approxi¬ 


mately 2 feet of one another. 

It is interesting to speculate of 
some super race of mound build¬ 
ers who (from all indications) 
came out of the north and oc¬ 
cupied this part of the country 
after the Wisconsin glaciation (?) 
and were gradually driven away 
by the influx of Algonquin tribes 
from the northeast and Sioux 
indians from the southeast, up 
Mississippi river. Although what 
race of mound or effigy builders 
who could say, since the mound 
building culture was supposed to 
have spread from south to north. I 
just wonder how many people 
realize that the Indians they see at 
the Leech Lake reservation are 
poor representatives of their cul¬ 
ture and ancestors (but then, what 
can we expect, after what we've 
taken away from them?)

concern as to how he had breeched 
security, passed several guard 
points and found his way into a 
restricted area. Now the Air 
Police, SAC security and British 
Intelligence were involved. Every 
inch of the sector was checked and 
re-checked. There was no logical 
way anyone could have gotten onto 
that runway yet there stood 
Charles Lemon. 

He insisted that he was of the 
age stated and he was a Captain of 
a patrol group stationed at St. 
Helens a few miles distant from 
the field. 

The official report stated that he 
had been questioned concerning 
the science of aerial combat, 
weather and even personal data 
relating to personnel attached to 
the group in March of 1917. His 
replies were astounding, to say 
the least: ‘ ‘Rob brought it over the 
Channel, poor chap.

The boy finally was found to be the 
son of a miner in Wales who had no 
idea how the boy had gotten to 
Liverpool nor why he should invent 
such a wild story. Several weeks 
later, Charles himself said he had 
made the whole thing up but had 
no idea how he knew so much 
about the flying officer. 

Perhaps Doctor Lynnete would 
have understood or the “Earth 
Mother’ ’ but to that point, there is 
no way knowing. If Jenny were still 
alive or had a daughter, the “Deirk 
Children’’ might to this moment 
be in coptact with one another. As 
Julia Murray wrote in 1931, 
''Nothing is beyond their surviv¬ 
ing. The last mortal on this earth 
will be a Dark Child preparing to 
go home.'' □

ness? It is actually the Eck or 
Sound Current, which Eckists be¬ 
lieve, through experience, sus¬ 
tains all life from the unmani¬ 
fested God planes to the lowest 
form in the physical universe.
